TAIPEI 一 A military court has 
sentencedRev，Kao Chun-ming， 
the :general secretary of the 
Presbyterian Church in Taiwan， 
to seven years in Prison for “giving 
instructions to harbor and help the 
escape of Shih Ming-teh,” the 
alleged mastermind of the Decem- 
ber 10, 1979, riot in Kaohsiung. 

Kao，who was arrested the 
evening of April 24 (下 /W 
5/14/80)，was sentenced on June 
5， along with nine other 
Christians accused of harboring or 
failing to report Shih ,Ming-teh. 
Sentences ranged from two to 
Seven years in Piison， 

All defendants admitted to 
helping Shih, in various ways，but 
none admitted knowing Shih was 
wanted on' charges of sedition，a 
point which would have merited a 
“sentence of ten years to life. 

Kao,，51，saidq,“As a Christian， 
one' should not betray a Person 
who has asked. for heljp，and 
should sacrifice oneself ratherthan 
betray that person.”During his 
one day trial，he stated that he 
was “willing to take the conse- 
quences ` for his actions.

The US Post Office has been one 
of the most ridqiculed and 
criticized government agencies 
from one era to another. From the 
average ， citizens，”，who have 
complained about the mail 
service，to_ the numerous con- 
gressmen who have vigorously 
Opposed subsidization， 
accusations towards the depart- 
ment's inability to balance the 
budget have become an obsession ， 

In 1970， 下 ,了 工 ，Klassen，who 
was appointed by the president， 
served as Postmaster Ceneral. He 
introduced - the “Reorganization 
Act. His methods  ， were 
Unprecedented. As a past execu- 
tive of the American Can Co. his 
new approach was drastic，cool 


and ”calculating. No further 
“mollycoddqling.”Almost one half 
of .the regional offices were 


eliminated，a_ few small stations 
were closed (more would have 
been afftected，bnut strong opposi- 
tion from thie Public Prevented 
additional closures);， postal rates 
were Taised; and，most impor- 
tantljy，g&radual work loads for 
carriers， clerks and supervisors 
were increased.

And now to mention one of the 
most important aspects of the 
postal organization 一 the delay of 
mail. 卫 very employee realizes the 
importance of mail in all cate- 
gories.，_ The postal manual 
emphasizes the delivery of all mail 
as Swiftly and efficiently as Poss- 
ible. 

There are Several reasons (act- 
ually 8-10) why mail is dqelayed. 
The post office is a large organi- 
zation， and employs many 
employees， After one's mail is 
dropped in the mail box, it will be 


handleq approximately sevem to. 


eight times 一 depending upon its 
final . destination. Incorrect zip 
code， insufficient and wrong 
address，extremely-poor penman- 
ship，and insufficient postage are 
Some delaying factors, It is against 
Postal regulation to affix on letters 
used stamps which missed cancel- 
lation 一 used stamps often drop 
from the letters， 

The average carrier handjles 
3-4,000 pieces of mail daily. Mail 
is cased，Ssorted and placed in 
Proper sequence. Approximately 3 
hours of preparation occurs in the 


morning before the mail “hits the 


streets.” The regular carrier's 
familiarity with the route enables 
him or her to fulfill the assign= 
ment in 8 hours. When the carrier 
is ill or on vacation，the new 
replacement，who is _ not familiar 
with the route，encounters diffi- 
culties，unless adequate help is 
given， Becatise of jimited man- 
Power，assistance :is -not always 
available 一 sometimes resulting in 
two or three hours delay. 
ERROR 

Clerks are alloweqd a 3% error 
in Sorting mail They handle 
thousands of Pieces of mail，and 
human error is unavoidable，The 
main distribution center expedites

mail to _ various ， stations “in 
Oakland. If a letter is sent to the 
wrong postal station， there is 
usually a one day delay. 

For years，the forwarding of 
mail was part of the carriers 
assignment. When a patron moves 
and sends in a change of address 
card, the carrier records the nec- 
essary information and forwards 
the mail to the new address. Re- 
cently,， a_new method was 
adopted，primarily for economic 
savings. Clerks have -replaced 
carriers and the delay is usually 4 
to 6 days, because labels for a new 
address haveto beprinted， 

Check qays: Welfare on the 1st， 
5th and 20th of the month ; social 
security on the 3rd; army and 
navy Tetirement checks on the 
5th:; and income tax returns 一 no 
specific date. All day long， 
especially on the lst and 3rd,， the 
Phone rings in the -postal center.

He speaks Nez Perce words 
the older Indians 
heard in years and the young- 
er ones have never heard. 

An unlikely chain of events 
has made the quiet Japanese 
Scholar，Professor of Oriental 
]anguages at the University of 
California in "Berkeley，a lead- 
ing fgure in the revival of the 
Nez Perce language. 

He is the author of the first 
authoritative Nez Perce gram- 
mar and several English-Nez 
Perce texts，and is at work on 
a dictionary.，His work has 
helped save Nez Perce from 
quickly becoming .extinct，the 
fate of many unwritten ab- 
original ljanguages. 

Beginning as a gaduate 
student in linguistics at Berke- 
ley 20 years ago, Aoki learned 
the spoken language during 
summers spent in Idaho， Old- 
er Indqians，mnow dead，were 

.his teachers.。 Now he returnas 
to the reservation, near Lewis- 
ton，to teach how to writea the 


.language. 


“The young JIndians were . 


forbidden to speak their lan- 
guage at ， the ， reservation 
Schools” Aoki explained in a 
campus interview.”“They were 
Punished for using 让 So 
English became their lan- 
guage, and graduajlly the num- 
ber of Indians who could 
speak Nez Perce became few- 
er and fewer. 

“Now no one under 50 
speaks Nez Perce to any ex- 
tensive degree 一 they can only 
count to ten，maybe，and say 
hello，And among the older 
JIndians, the literal meaning of 
Imany of the words has become 
lost、 

From Hiroshima 

For Aoki，his involvement 
with Nez Perce has been a 
long, 让 satisfying，detour from 
his principal interests in eighth 
century Japanese Phonology,， 
modern Japanese dialects and 
the language of the Ainu of 
northern Japan. - 
”Bom and raised in Korea， 
Aoki moved to Japan in 1945 
and Was in the next county the 
day the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Sircshimna， He 
Was 15. 

“Ithink I saw the Hash of 
the explosion,” he says. 

Later，he eared a degree 
in English from .Hiroshima 
University and then went to 
UCLA as a Eulbright ex- 
change student，He earned a 
masters there and came to 
Berkeley to work on his doc- 
torate ip linguistics.

Armed with a tape recorder， 
a tender knowledge of Amer- 
ican manners and a new dri- 
vers jicense，Aoki，then 29， 
set off for the wildqs of Idqaho. 


Harry Wheeler，a _ graduate 
of Carlisle Indqian School who 
had roomed with the reat Jim 
Thorpe，was interested ip pre- 
Serving Nez Perce traditions. 
He and his wife Ida came to 
Aokis motel room for four 
hours each day for long tape- 


recorded conversations, 


After the Wheelers jleft， 
Aoki spent the remaining 
hours going over the tapes， 
Piecing ,together the sound 
System and structure of the 
language， 

Early missionaries had fash- 
ioned a grammar of sorts, And 
50 years ago the Nez Perce 
Scholar Archie Phinney worked 
out  a “phonetical 。 system 
and recorded a number of Nez 
Perce texts. But Aoki preferred 
to start from Scratch using the 
newer ,techniques he had 
learned， 

Although the Nez Perce ac- 
cepted him well enough as an 
outsider，one incident helped 
Put the stamp of approval on 
him，Aoki recajlled. 

He was invited to join some 
of Wheelers friends ip a 
sweathouse，a brush-and-can- 
vas Yversion of the sauna. 


Its a sign of weakness to 


escape too Soon from the heat 
of the sweathouse,”Aoki said， 
“and I think Harry was afraid 
Id embarrass him .by leaving 
too soon. But Japanese love 
hot baths，and IT _ like them

Aoki now retums regularly 
to workshops at the .Idaho 
Teservation.
